LEHSON NOTES. 

I. David's Sin.— This was a doubl" 
crime, consisting of the two most 
heinous wrongs one person can commit 
against another— adultery end murder, 
mingled w ith meanness, selfishness and 
lnjustlre. Moreover, it defied fiod's 
law and dishonored God and religion 
liefore nil the people. It Is not. at nil 
likely thnt this fall was entirely sudden. 
Probably there was a relaxation ol 
David's religious fervor and zeal, which 
were his guard. Then his multiplying 
wires were in the same direction. 
David, too, parleyed with temptation, 
lie should have shut hiseyes and turned 
away, and then he would have been safe. 

There Is no apology for David's sin. 
ne himself never apologizes for his sin. 
He knew the commandments, nnd it was 
a sin against light. It is to lie held up 
in eternal execration and scorn. Hut 
we should see that many a w icked thin 
In the past would be very much won 
if done In our day and in our ligh 
Then we must consider the prcvnilin 
sentiments nnd feelings of the da^ 
other king of the time," says Spui

All these things brought Dnvid to 
Ihe deei>est and most sincere repent- 
ance. The proof of David's sincerity, 
that he was not merely sorry for the 
consequences, but repented of the sin. 
Is shown by his forsaking t hat sin and 
hating nil sin, and by his efforts to re- 
move the evil effects of his wrong. 
Psalms 32 and 51 were David's public 
confession to both God and man. He 
who taught men to sin by his example 
should also by his example teach them 

III. David's Song of Forgiveness and 
reace.— Ys. 1-11. The first stanza, con- 
sisting of the first four verses, expresses 
longing for forgiveness. Not the three

Dinner-giving is 
nlviut the most costlv form of hospital- 
ity when it is largely indulged ill, and 
people w ho cannot give dinners as they 
should be giv en hud much better not at- 
tempt them at all. but confine them- 
selves to less formnl entertainments of 
dances, luncheons, breakfasts and ordi- 
nary "At Homes." The dinner is the 
one socinl function in which the host 
plays as important a part as the hostess. 
His name appears with hers on the in- 
vitations, and lie dispenses hospitality 
in the same act i v e ineoFiirc us herself. 
But though modern custom has robbed 
his post of much of Its ancient glory 
in the way of carving heavy dishes nnd 
passing wine, he is -till the holder of the 
foot of the table w ith all the dignity 
which Mint lswition entails. 

The length of a dinner invitation 
vnries with the size and Importance of 
Uic dinner. For u hu ge and ceremoni- 
ous one two weeks' notice ia required, 
nnd this notice is sometimes extended 
to DOUble that time. For small nnd in- 
formnl dinners, from Ave to ten dnys' 
notice is suflicient. Printed cards my 
be used, on which blanks are left for 
the names of the host, hostess and 
guests; dotn. address and hour. These 
cards arc. as a rule, only used when the 
dinner is one of ceremony.
